2. What is claimed is: 

A fixed resistor characterized by forming a peeling portion 
of a band-shaped resistance film spirally on the resistance film 
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formed on a columnar base, and narrowing partially the interval 
of said spiral peeling portion, thereby providing with a melting 
characteristic at the time of application of excessive electric 
power .
